FINANCIAL AID 1§ PROMISED HIM 


The Ex-Dictator Goes to His Old Home 
to Explain His Position to His 
Olid Friends. 


Chicago, July 26.—The board of directors 
of the American Railway Union held @ 
meeting this morning at the Revere house 
and decided to call a convention of the 
delegates of the union, to be held in this 
city August Ist. The conventicn witil be 
attended by one delegate from each local 
assembly in the strike district, and this 
convention wjll determine whether tne 
strike will continue or be abanijoned. Kach 
delegate will be instructed’ by his union 
before attending the convention how his 
colleagues feel on the question and he 
will be given full authority to act for 
them. This will rel.eve the directors of 
direct responsibility and incidentally ac- 
complish the purpose of Howard, Keliher 
and Rogers without laying them liable 
to another case of contempt of court. At 
least this ‘is their: opinion. 

The directors went into session at 10 
o'clock and sat until after 12. s#'urther 
than issuing the call for a delegate. con- 
vention nothing but. routine business was 
transacted. 

The members of the board went’ from 
the Revere house immediately on adjourn- 
ment and attended a meeting of local Btrik- 
ers at Ulich’s holl. The hall will com- 
fortably seat about 509 people, but on ‘this 
occasion it held over 2,00. The chorus 
which went up upon Debs’s entrance couid 


be heard several blocks away. The hear- 
ing of committee reports had given 
away to the demand for a_e speech 


from the union’s president and he was not 
reluctant in giving it. He told his fel- 
low railway men that if the ruling of 
Judge Woods were correct in the Wnitea 
States circuit court, the laborer was no 
longer a free man, and had no right to 
defend and protect himself, but was @ 
common slave to capital and had no right 
to do other than as his employer ordered. 
He said he did not believe the ruling of 
the judge was sound, but that if it was. 
the only thing left to do was to muster 
their forces and carry to the polls a man 
‘who would bring about an amendment 
to the censtitution which would give them 
the liberty. 

*“‘Debs for congress,’”’ Was thé cry on all 
sides after this speech. 

The directors say that the strike situa- 
tion will remain as it is until the conven- 
tion of August Ist, at which the future 
tactics will be decided upon. 


DEBS TO MAKE AN ADDRES& 


Says He Will Say a Few Words in 
Behalf of Himself. 

Chicago, July 26.—Eugene Debs, president 
of the American Railway Union, left here 
this afternoon tcr Terre Haute, Ind., where 
he will deliver an address tomorrow even- 
ing at the opera house. 

“So much has been said, about me and 
against me,’’ said Mr. Debs this morning, 
“that I am going. before my people where. 
I was born and raised to say a few words 
in my own behalf and in contradiction ot 
the lies which have been uttered against 
me.”’ 

A committee from a number of trades 
assemblies of the city called on the presi- 
dent of the American Railway Union this 
morning and pledged the financial support 
or their assemblies in fighting the charges 
brought against him. He was assured that 
there woulda be sufficient money forthcoming 
to employ.the best legal talent in the land 
to defend and to carry the cases to the 
highest courts if found necessary. 

Mr. Debs will return to Chicago Monday 
next and will thereafter make ‘his head- 
quarters here until matters are in such 
shape as to warrant his going home to stay. 

An Increase in Workmen. 


Chicago, July 246.—There was a noticeable 
increase all round today in the number of 
workmen in the strike district. The Allen 
Paper Car Wheel Company, of Pullman, 
which started yesterday. with twelve men 
had a force of eighteen, and seventy-five 
Holland laborers. Half of the usual force 
were at work in the Pullman yards. This 
is the lar#fest force at work in the yards 
since the strike began. The biggest slump, 
however, took place at the Illinois Central 
shops at Burnside, where 450 men, : almost 
two-thirds of the whole number employed 
at the time of the walkout, reported for 
duty. 

Departure of the Troops. 

The Third Brigade of the Itlinois National 
Guard, which has been on duty in this city 
since the strike began, left for their numes 
today. No specials were ordered, cxtra 
coaches being attached to regular trains for 
the accommodation of the troops. The vaim- 
bridge, Morline and Genseo companies icft 
on a Rock Island train at 10:30 o’clock and 
the Freepoint, Galena and Rockford corpa- 
nies departed via the Illinois Central ac 2 
‘o’clock p. m.

“IT know what all this means,” he said.

FRANCE’S FIGHT ON ANARCHY, 


The Bill to Suppress the Reds Passes 
After a Heated Debate. 

Paris, July 26.—Consideration of the anti- 
anarchist bill was resumed in the chamber 
of deputies today. 

M. Roudeville, radical, challenged the ac- 
curacy of the vote taken yesterday upon 
the Jaures amendment, which, he said, had 
been erroneously counted. He had voted 
with Jaures, yet he found that. his vote had 
been counted with the maojrity. Verifica- 
tion of the voting today showed that the 
majority on the amendment was only 6, 
and_if the vote were further rectified by the 
changing of his (Boudeville’s) vote, the 
majority for the government would be but 
four. instead of forty, as announced last 
evening. 

M. Boudeville expressed his belief th 
some members of the majority had placed 
more than the required single ticket in the 
ballot box. ge 

M. De Baudey, a legitimatist, began a 
speech in opposition to the bill, when he 
suddenly fell to the floor in a fit and was 
carried out of the chamber. 

M. Gauthier, Leambert, Cochin, Grous- 
set, Vigne and Castelin joined in a final pro- 
test against the measure, after which a di- 
vision was taken. 

The bill finaliy passed by a vote of 268 to 
163.

Choate, Paxton, Tracy, Fasset, Hendricks, 
Palmer and Roberts—what an array of 
candidates with all their supporters! Even 
these, however, are strong Morton men. 
Prominent leaders beside Tom Platt, have 
consulted with Mr. Morton by cable ard 
letter in regard to his nomination, and 
he has informed them that he is willing 
to be entered in the gubernatorial race if 
he is not booked to engage in a campaign 
preliminary to the convention. Leader 
Platt, who undoubtedly has made a dicker 
with Tammany as far as local politics 
| goes, is first, last and all the time for Mor- 
ton, and, consequently, he and all the 
leaders who are subject to his rule, have 
consented to Morton’s plan. All agreed 
that the announcement of the candidacy 
of Morton will result in the withdrawal of 
all other aspirants. 

Mr. Morton is now in France, but is ex- 
pected home in three or four weeks. When 
he left the United States his health was 
poor, but recently it is said to be improv- 
ed. Whg¢np Mr. Morton goes into the con- 
vention he will only be labeled a Morton 
man and a republican. For years he has 
stood aloof from factional quarreis, and 
has made no public expressions of sympa- 
thy. For some time he has been consider- 
ed as a candidate for the governorship, but 
his age and poor health have been urged 


against him by his opponents. He is scev- 
enty years old and has only held three 
public offices. In 1830 he was elected to 
congress from this city, and in 1881 was 
appointed minister to France by Pregident 
Garfield. In 1888 he was elected vice presi- 
dent of the United States. He is at the 
head of the banking house of Morton, Bliss 
& Co. Republican leaders seen today by 
The Constitution’s correspondent were of 
the opinion that Mr. Morton has strength 
not possessed by either Choate, Paxton, 
Fasset or Roberts. Mr. Morton has no as- 
pirations for the presidency, but General 
Benjamin Tracy, ex-secretary of the navy, 
has. New York will figure greatly in the 
republican nomination for president, but 
this is another story.

JAPS DECLARE WAR. 


They Seize the King of Corsa and 
Hold Him Prisoner, | 


CHINESE TROOPS SENT 70 THE FRONT 


They Are Coolies Armed with Bows 
and Arrows. 


NO MATCH FOR THEIR ENEMY’S ARMY 


The Japs Have Artlllery and Some Good 
War Ships—Men and Money Will 
Go from This Country. 


London, July 26.—The Central News haa 
this dispatch from shanghai: 

“War has been declared between Japan 
and China. The Japanese have seized the 
king of Corea and hold him prisoner. Elev- 
en Chinese sloops are on their way to Corea. 
Most of the troops aboard them are coolieg 
armed with bows and arrows. Some Chi- 
nese steamers which have arrived at Corea 
have been prevented by the Japanese from 
landing troops. It is reported that the Jap- 
anese artillery sank several of them.” 

_Cause of the Row. 

In the house of commons today Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, under foreign secretary, was 
questioned concerning the differences be- 
tween China and Japan. In reply he said 
the convention between China and Japan, 
concluded’ in 1885, stipulated that in the 
event of any grave disturbance in Corea 
the two powers were at liberty to send 
troops to that country to restore order. 
Upon the outbreak of the recent rebellion 
in Corea both governments sent troops ta 
suppress it and consequently the relations 
between the two were critical. Her majes- 
ty’s government, on July 19th, he said, had 
wired the governments at Berlin, St. Pe- 
tersburg, Paris and at Rome, inviting them 
to send instructions to their representatives 
in Tokio and Pekin to join in endeavors to 
avert war. The governments mentioned 
had sent instructions in accordance to the 
request. The foreign office, he said, had 
no information of the hostilities that had 
occurred. 

Will Assist Their Countrymen. 


San Francisco, July 2%.—A committee 
representing Japanese presidents met at the 
Japanese consulate last night and it was 
decided to make an’ immediate effort to 
raise $10,000 to assist their’ government in 
carrying on its war with China. The San 
Francisco Japanese are prepared to form a 
brigade, arm the men with American 
rifies and go to Japan at their own expense, 
if their services should be needed in tha 
conflict. All the members of the Japanese 
colony will be assessed to raise funds if 
war is declared. 

Japanese Minister Recalled. 

Washington, July 26.—Mr. Gozo Tateno, 
the Japanese minister, has been. recalled, 
and will pres2nt his letters of recall to the 
president this week, so as to start for Ja- 
pan Monday. The term of service in tha 
Japanes: diplomatic corps at one post is 
three years and Tateno has been in the 
United States nearly four years. He will 
probably be transferred to one of the Eu- 
repean legations. He will be succeeded ag 
mirister to the United States by Mr. Kane- 
ko, who was educated in this country. Mr. 
Kaneko graduated at Yale and was a stu- 
dent of the Cambridge, Mass., law school, 
He is now vice-mjnister of agriculture and 
commerce. 


ONLY A STREET FIGHT 


Is What the British Foreign Office Bo: 
lieves the Trouble in Corea. 


London, July 26.—In the foreign office the 
absence of information that hostilities have 
begun in Corea is regarded as ground for 
hope that the gravity of the reported col- 
lisions there has been exaggerated. The 
members of the Chinese legation profess to 
believe that the reported encounter between 
Japanese soldiers and the Corean guards 
was merely an isolated street fight and not 
a part of an important movement. Both 
the Japanese and Chinese ministers affirm 
their reticence is due to the fact that they 
have received no advices, but it is known 
that voluminous cablegrams have been come 
ing to both throughout the day.

The Bennington Is Sailing for San 

Washington, July 26.—The navy depart- 
ment is advised that ee te dae a0 
from La Libertad yest or : 
cisco via Acapulco with General Ezeta and 
three other rufugees .on board. The cabi- 
} net decided that she should be brought 
home at once and that General Ezeta, and 
the other three refugees, could be trans- 
ferred to the Charleston at San Francisco 
and immediately sent back to la Libertad, 
to bg delivered to the local authorities 
as soon as proper judicial 

t them could be assured. ‘Tne 

schyme of sending the refug back, it is 
thought, will depend entirelY upon the 
action of any United States judge in case 
General Ezeta and his compatriots, on the 
arrival of the Bennnington at Ban Diego, 
or San Francisco, appiy for a writ of 
habeas corpus, on the ground that they 
are restrained on board the ship against 
their will, no onarge being preferred 
against them. 

In the opinion of competent lawyers in 
the state and navy departments the United 
States- could not resist such an applica- 
tion and any court would release the men, 
The departure of the Bennington for home 
is, therefore, looked Upon as the end of 
a situation which has been extremely em- 
barrassing to the United States for over a 


month. 
Why She Was Ordered Home. 

The sailing of the United States cruiser 
Bennington from La Libertad, Salvador, 
yesterday for San Francisco was a careful- 
ly guarded secret in the state and navy 
department, extraordinary precautions hav- 
ing been taken to keep the news from the 
public. 

Secretary Herbert this morning, when 
questioned, said it was true that he had 
been compelled to order the vessel home, 
but he had notified the corisul at Salvador 
that the status of the four refugees on 
board the vessel was in no way altered, 
as the United States had not yet d@er- 
mined whether they should be surrenderéd 
or not. 

It is understood that the question was 
considered at the cabinet meeting on Tues- 
day, when Secretary Herbert explained that 
considerable illness had occurred on the 
Bennington, that her surgeon had been 
prostrated .of malarial fever, and had 
been unable to attend others who were ill, 
and as the repairs to the Charleston would 
not enable that vessel to relieve the Ben- 
nington until the second week in August, it 
seemed necessary to bring the ship away 
from the tropical coast at once The Ben- 
nington had been at La Libertad since May 
2ist and during her two months’ stay there 
had not been free from illness aboard a 
single day. In all that time the Salva- 
dorians seemed unable to form a stable 
government which could be recognized by 
the United States. The Bennington has run 
short of coal and stores, which were, how- 
ever, on the way to her, but could be inter- 


cepted at _Acapuloo.

Washington, July 26.—There was a very 
noticeable absence of flurry and excitement 
in and about the senate chamber this morn- 
ing aS compared with the scenes of the 
last three days, and there was 4 coprre- 
sponding fdlling off in the number of spec- 
tators in the galleries. This was due, 
doubtless, to the general understanding 
that the day’s proceeding# were likely. to 
be of a very éxciting character, that the 
programme of the democratic caucus would 
be Garried out without any hitch, and that 
the request of the house for further confer- 
ence on the tariff bill. would be compliea 
with unconditionally. : 

In the morning hour the conference report 
on the fortifications appropriation bijl was 
presented and agreed to. The conference 
report on the army appropriation bill was 
presented and went overt till tomorrow. 

The resolution offered yesterday by Mr. 
Allen, calling for copies of correspondence, 
telegraphic or otherwise, of the départ- 
ment of justice and railroad officials and 
district attorneys’ . office 
during the recent industrial troubles in Chi- 
cago was taken up and agreéd to without 
objection. 

At 2 o’clock the message from the house 
asking further confer@nce on thé tariff bill 
was laid before the senate, and Mr. Quay 
withdrew the motion made by him yester- 
day to amend the pending motions of Sena- 
tors Vilas and Gray, so as to put sugar on 
the free list. 

At this time very few senators were yin 
thelr seats. Mr. Gray raised the poinpSor 
no quorum and the roll was called. Sixgty- 
One senators pesponded. 

Then Mr. ‘Vilas took the floor and ad- 
dressed the senate in a two hours’ speech, 
delivered off-hand, and with much oratorical 
effect. His speech was highly eulogistic of 
President Cleveland, whom he defended 
from the charges of duplicity and of im- 
proper interference with legislation, made 
by Senator Gorman in his spéech oh Mon- 
day. He spoke of President Cleveland as 
“the great first citizen of the-republic,”’ 
and as the representative of the national 
honor, and he declared, with solemnity and 
vehemence, that to assail Grover Cleve- 
land was to strike at the republic; that to 
insult him was to affront every good citi- 
zen, and to stab him was to sting the heart 
of every true American. i 

In conclusion he withdrew his motion of 
Friday to strike out the additional ‘dis- 
criminating duty of one-eighth of a cent a 
pound on sugar, and favored Mr. Gray’s 
motion to insist upon the senate amend- 
ments and to consent to further conference. 
He did this, he said, because he was a 
strict party man and desired to be in. ac- 
cord with his democratic brethren. And he 
expressed the hope that out of the confer- 
ence would come a measure far better than 
that which had already passed the seriate. 
All the conferees, he said, knew the 'senti- 
ment of the senate on the sugar question, 
and he was sure that that sentiment would 
have its true and proper weight. : 

Mr. Vilas was followed by Mr. Stewart, 
of Nevada, who criticised the président’s 
letter as an invasion of the legislative 
power, such as had cost Ciiaflea I nis’ head.

DEEPENING THE SAVANNAH. 


At High Water the River Has Twenty- 
Four and a Half Feet. 


Savannah, Ga, July 26.--(Special.)—Cap- 
tain O. M. Carter, the United States en- 
gineer, took a party of city officials down 
the river this morning for the purpose 
of showing them what had been accom- 
plished towards deepening the harbor. The 
results were astonishing. The soundings 
showed a minimum depth at mean-low 
water of seventeen and one-half feet, which 
is twenty-four and a half feet at high 
vater. This will enable any vessel drawing 
twenty-three to twenty-three and a half 
feet of water to come up the river chan- 
nel from the sea with perfect safety. Ves- 
sels drawing twenty-one or twenty-two 
feet which have gone aground down the 
channel recentiy, have only their pilots 
to blame, as they cid not keep in the chan- 
nel. It is believed the desired depth of 
twenty-six feet at mean-high water from 
the city to the sea will be obtained with- 
in six months at the outside.

The Future of Cotton. 
It is possible that in the near future 


| southern cotton planters will have very 


formidable competition. 

Cotton is produced in South America, 
Mexico, China, India, Egypt and in some 
of the Russian territories. In Egypt it 
is cultivated. along the Nile and in the 
delta in the richest soil in the world. 
The yield is constantly increasing and 
the cotfon commands a ready market 
at 2 cents a pound more than American 
cotton. It is of such fine quality that 
the New England manufacturers import 
a good deal of it. Consul General Pen- 
field, at Cairo, furnishes the following 
table showing the increase of the Egyp- 
tian cotton crop during the past ten 
years and the growth of exportations 
to the United States: ;

An interesting fact in this connection 
is stated by Mr. D. A. Tompkins, a 
prominent cotton manufacturer of Char- 
lotte, N. C. He says that the improve- 
ment in the cotton production in Egypt 
is largely due to the efforts of the ex- 
confederate officers who took military 
commands under the khedive. These 
officers imported into Egypt a quantity 
of our sea island cotton seed and the 
result was shown in the production of 
the fine staple now exported from that 
country. 

Last year 2 per cent of the cotton con- 
sumed in the United States was im- 
ported from Egypt. Perhaps the staple 
will be improved and the yield increased 
in other countries, and in that event 
our foreign competition will be a serious 
matter. It is Mr. Tompkins’s idea that 
if the south is to continue to hold the 
markets dhe must male better and 
cheaper cotton and put it up in the best 
possible shape. He says that our cot- 
ton before the war was a better article, 
because the seed cotton was stored and 
picked and giuned at leisure, whereas 
it is now ginned immediately after it is 
picked. On this point he says: 

It is believed that storing before ginning 
gave time for the fiber to absorb just a lit- 
tle oil from the seed, Which gave it some 
of that brown color and silky luster pecu- 
liar now to the Egyptian cotton. Prior to 
the war, too, cotton was ginned by mule 
power, a mtich slower process than that 
now in use, so that the fiber was less cut 
than it now is by the steam gins.. 

The color and luster gained by the fiber 
from the oil in the Seed while in storage 
are not the only advantages gained., The 
dry and cut cotton as it is now ginned easi- 
ly generates electricity, thus charging each 
fiber so that it tends to stand on end. This 
tendency in some cotton has been found to 
be so great as almost to prevent its use 
for spinning. The Egyptian cotton is said 
to be betterin this respect, anditis thotight 
a great improvement could be made in the 
American staple by holding the seed cote 
ton in storage from one to. three 
months and then ginning it carefully. It is 
probable that by these means our improved 
upland staples can be made to serve all 
purposes as Well as the Egyptian cotton, 
and thus the south may get back some val- 
uable trade lost in the markets both of this 
country and abroad. 

We are in no danger whatever if we 
will look after our interests in time. 
We must improve our staple and our 
methods, and manufacture our cotton 
right here in sight of the fields. But 
if we are negligent it is more than lke- 
ly that the foreign article wil soon be 
a dangerous competitor. 
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What Hurts the Farmer. 
The New York Herald takes the posi- 
tion that the McKinley tariff is the 
chief obstacle in the way of agricultural 


prosperity. It says: 

The agricultuta]) situation has rapidly as- 
sumed & very grave aspect. With the un- 
heard-of fall in the price of wheat since 
Friday last, together with the official re- 
port of a largely increased wheat 
acreage in Argentind—now fast _ be- 
coming our . rival in foreign wheat 
markets—the farmers of the west 
and northwest must be at thelr wits’ end 
to know how they Gan “make both ends 
meet’? next year. Almost évery grain crop 
will bring low prices, afid southern cotton 
in net likely to fare better. A magnificent 
season in Great Britain and good erops in 
Europe will reduce the :oreign demand 
for American farm products till 1896. 

The point is nade that the JicKinley 
tariif forces up prices of all articles that 
farmers are compelled to buy to nearly 
double their value, and the aggregate 
sum thtis taken from the people’s pock- 
ets every year as a bounty to home man- 
ufacturers and trusts is not less than 
$2,000,000,000. The farmers cannot 
stand this enormous draih, and unless 
they can get rid of this heavy tariff 
taxation they will be driven to bank- 
ruptcy and ruin. The Herald goes on 
to say: 

American agriculture is groaning under a 
mountain of tariff taxation, and yet every 
republican. senator and congressman op- 
poses the Wilson bill, which would, if pass- 
ed, take off $1,000,000,000—a whole billion of 
dollars—of taxation from agriculture—a 
vast sum, not one cent of which goes into 
the treasury, but all of which is extorted 
from farmets and planters to swell the 
fortunes of the “protected’ trusts. The ne- 
groes under the old southern slave holder 
were less crushed beneath the iroti heel of 
despotism than our farmers now are under 
this brutal “‘protection.’’ Only free trade 
Gan save American agriculture from pitia- 
ble decadence and disaster. All farmers and

No matter 
what sort of tariff we live under, we 
must have more money. The lack of 
an expansive currency—an adequate cir- 
culating medium blocks trade and in- 
dustry. It will keep farm products down 
and leave the farmers with little or no 
money. Our platform pledges the twin 
reforms of financial relief and a revenue 
tariff. We need both and we are en- 
titled to both. The gold standard should 
go along with the McKinley tariff. These 
two evils have impoverished the masses 
and until both are abolished there will 
be no general prosperity in this country. 


It Will Help Silver. 
The proposed purchase of the African 
gold fields by the Rothschilds will help 
the cause of free silver in America. 


The American people will now see 


that the demonetization of silver is to 
be followed by an attempt to corner the 
world’s supply of gold and thus force 
prices still further downward. The dull- 
est man can understand what this 
means. It points to the continued 
shrinkage of the values of property and 
labor and the enhancement of the values 
of debts. 

It is perhaps fortunate that this 
scheme of the gold sharks has come to 
light so early. It will open the eyes 
even of those who have believed that 
we should wait fot international action. 
They will now see that we must act in- 
dependently, lead in the matter, and 
let Europe follow when she sees that 
she can hold out against us no longer.

W. B. Capps, a quiet, orderly citizen: of 


this county, is being made the victim of.) 
what appears to be a case of religious per, ; 


secution, the only charge against him being 
that he performed some work on the first 
day of the week. Mr. Capps was arrested 
June 8, 1893, and at his trial before the 
circuit court of Weakley county, June 27, 
1893, he was fined $10 and costs, amounting 
in all to $61.80. His case was appealed to 
the supreme court of Tennessee, which af- 
firmed the judgment of the lower court, 
May 24, 1894, at Jackson, fixing the costs at 
$58.65, making asa grand total the sum 
of $110.45, to be served out at the paltry rate 
of 25 cents a day. This will necessitate the 
confinement of the prisoner 442 days, or one 
year and nearly three months. 

Mr. Capps has a wife twenty-four years 
of age and four children, the eldest being 
only six years old, and one of them sick at 
the time of its father’s imprisonment. His 
family is left all alone a quarter of a mile 
from any house. He is a poor man and un- 
able to support his family. during his con- 
finement. He does not deny working on 
Sunday, but did so because he had rested 
the day before, according to the Bible; be- 
cause he recognized his God-given right to 
labor six days in the week, beginning on 
the first, as did his Creator; and because, 
in acceding to the demands of the state to 
rest on Sunday hHé would be @enylrg his 
Lord. Hence he refuses to pay the fine and 
costs, regarding them unjust, sifice the state 
is attempting to enforce upon him a dog- 
ma of religion with which it can of right 
have nothing ‘to do. 
to jail, though a physician stated that he 
could never live in that unhealthy place 
the time required by the enormity ef the 
State’s assessment. : 


The New Otleans Times-Democrat re- : 


gards this as a case of religious perse- 
tution, and compares the Tennessee 
laws to the old blue laws of Connecti- 
cut. It calls for a public subscription 
to pay the fine of the imprisoned man, 
and thus states the case: / 

If a farmer, who is a Seventh Day Ad- 
ventist, and who performs his religious ex- 
ercises on the seventh day of the week, 
making Saturday, not Sunday, his ‘day of 
rest’’—if such a citizen ds this is to be 
fined and imprisoned for cutting his hay or 
wheat, without a shadow of offense to his 
neighbors, on the first day of the week, it 
is very plain that the religious freedom of 
which we are wont to boast with a consid- 
erable degree of effusiveness in this coun- 
try, is very much of a myth.

to bring Wellman back. It has not been 
heard from and experienced arctic cap- 
tains say that the flow of pack ice this 
summer has been so dense that no ves- 
sel could live in it. Even if the ¢rew 
managed to get on an ice floe they 
would not be able to survive long. 

It was a spendidly equipped expedi- 
tion. Wellman carfied plenty of provis- 
ions and boats, sledges and bridges 
made of aluminium. He felt confident 
that after his vessel had proceeded as 
far as possible he would be able to take 
his equipment over the ice to the pole 
or the open waters supposed to be 
around it. | 

It is to be hoped that the brave jour- 
nalist and his companions will yet be 
heard from. We have had arctic trage- 
dies enotigh, and it is a pity to have so 
many valuable lives lost in these ex- 
plorations. We are inclined to believe 
that it might be better to let the north

Dividing Up the Territory. 

“Will the southern section of the old 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia run- 
ning from Atlanta to Brunswick be under 
the easterfi divisioh as was at first pub- 
lished?’ was asked. 

“No, it will not be,” replied Mr. Baldwin, 
“although it was the purpose of the mana- 
gers to have it £0 at first, just as ‘The 
Constitution printed. In fact, we have 
but recently come to the conclusion, after 
many conferences, that it will be best to 
hold the Brunswick end of the line with 
the other branches of the old East Ten- 
hessee, Virginia and Georgia. 

“We believe it to be the wisest policy 


fo. hold the roads of the old western sys-- 


tem as closely together as possibile. ine 
southern end of the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Géorgia is the legitimate link 
of the other end of that system running 
up from Atlanta to Chattanooga with ex- 
cellent connections for Cincinnati and the 
north. 

“While we at first thought it would be 
well to bring thé Brunswick division under 
the management of the eastern division 
and operate it along with the old Richmond 
and Danville, we have changed our minds 
and it will remain as a part of the west- 
ern division. 

“All lines running west of Atlanta will 
be under the management of the western 
division.”’ 

How the “Boys” Will Fare. 

“In all this shuffling what is to become 
of the boys—the men who are té be found 
in. the minor offices in all of the towns 
and cities?” was asked. | 

Mr. Baldwin smiléd a good-natured tribute 
of respect at the véry mention of the 


*‘boys.”’ He is evidently with them as 


far as he can be. 

“Oh, well, there will be but little injury 
dealt the efficient corps 6f traffic workers 
now at work for the roads that form the 
system. I don’t think there will be many 
persons to lose their positions anywhere 
along the lines. Of course, the business 
will be handled by the fewest possible men, 
but all appointments, as far as it will be 
possible, will be made from the ranks.”’ 

Mr. Baldwin said that it had never been 
his policy in railroad work to bring out- 
siders to take the positions of men who 
had worked for the company all along. 
He had never been obliged totakea singie 
man from the outside, and his spirit in 
the matter of rearranging the oflices otf 
the system in his department would be 
to select from the men alreatly holding po- 
sitions with the company. 

As to Centralizing Depots. 

All three of the roads under the new 
system have spacious and expensive depots 
in Atlanta. The Georgia Pacific has its 
depot and its yards; the Hast Tennessee 
has spacious yards and extensive shops 
here on the other side of the city, and 
the Richmond and Danville on an exactly 
opposite side of the town has its shops 
and yards. | 

“What will be done with them all?’ the 
qtiestion was asked Mr. Baldwin. 

“As to that we are yet in the dark,” 
was the reply with some hesitation. ‘In- 
deed, that is mot ah easy problem to settle 
and if my trip has any significance here 


in Atlanta above any other otie thing 


it is that very matter of seeing into the 
depot arrangements. I cannot say what 
is to be the outcome of it.” 

When asked how the territories of the 


- division superinteridents would be divided 


around Atlanta he said: 

“That is another matter I am working 
on. I will try to have it all arranged soon, 
but dertainly have not as yet made any 
definite or permanent arrangements.”’

Mr. Robett B. Cramer and Mr. Charles 
Sumner Clark, two brilliant young Penn- 
sylvanians, who made many friends in At- 
lanta dufing their attendance upon the 
recent sessions of the Interzational League 
of Press Clubs here, reached the city yester- 
day for a stay of sevéefal days, each 
honorihg Atlanta with the time allotted for 
their summer vacation. Mr. Cramer is the 
city editor of The Philadelphia Times, one 
of the greatest of the metropolitan dailies 
of this country, and Mr. Clark is with The 
Pittsburg Dispatch, another gréat news 
paper. Mr. Cramer recently suceeeded 
Hon. Louis N. Megargee to the city editor- 
ship of The Times, Mr. Megargee being pro- 
moted to an editorial position. It is not 
often that men of his age have upon their 
shoolders such responsibilities as are borne 
by 'Mr.-Cramer in having entire control ofthe 
local department of The Times, and yet the 
able manner in which he has conducted 
that department of The Times has at- 
tracted the attention of newspaper workers 
throughout the country. 


Mr. Charles Sumner Clark, of Pittsburg, 
is one of the most popular of Pennsylvania 
hewspaper men, and he has a very interest- 
ing history. He is a son of William Clark, 
the famous cotton tie manufacturer of 
Pittsburg. As a school boy he developed 
considerable genius as an inventor and 
when only thirteen years of age his genius 
took practical shape in the discovery of a 
new devicé for the fastening of cotton ties. 
It is simple as possible after it is under- 
stood, and the wonder is that cotton ties 
were madé for 86 many years without the 
discovery of some such practical automatic 
fastening as was evolved ffom Mr. Clark’s 
youthful brain. He reported his device to 
his father, then an extensive cotton tie 
manufacturer, who instantly saw that it 
filled a long-felt want. A patent was ob- 
tained and the famous ‘Delta’ cotton tie 
was the result. The great manufacturing 
establishment which turns it out has ac- 
cumulated millions of dollars and young 
Clark, whose youthful ingenuity opened 
this vast mine of wealth, was presented on 
his twenty-first birthday with a half mil- 
lion dollars in the stock of the company. 
He is now about thirty years of age and is 
in the newspaper business, not for the 
money there is in it, but simply because he 
likes it. 

Another distinguished feature of Mr. 
Clark’s career is the credit—or discfedit— 
that ‘belongs to him as the discoverer of 
the newspaper coupon scheme. This new 
Pandora’s box was first opened by Mr. 
Clark in Pittsburg and the craze rapidly 
spread into every nook and corner of the 
country. Mr. Clark ts now devoting his 
energies to the discovery of some method 
-to put an end to the craze, which, he Says, 
is playing more havoc than a national epi- 
demic of cholera, and for his participation 
in the launching of which he expresses 
the hope that he will some day be for- 
given. 

Messrs. Cramer and Clark will be wel- 
comed in Atlanta by their many friends, 
ahd their stay Here will be made pleasant. 


Hoh. W. T. Smith, one of Georgia’s 
most gallant confederate veterans, in 
speaking of the thirtieth anniversary of the 
battle of Atlanta, said: 

‘‘Phere were some slight mistakes in The 
Constitution’s report last Sunday in the 
account of the battle. It was Colonel L. 
P. Thomas who led the Forty-second Geor- 
gia and who captured DeGresse’s battery. 
The same regiment was the first to break 
Shérman’s line near the railroad cut where 
Captain Hulsey’s residence now stands. I 
commanded Company B, of the Forty-sec- 
ond Georgia, in that awful conflict and it is 
so indelibly impressed on my mind that I 
remember all the incidents distinctly. 
After we had virtually taken the works 
and our men were on the dirt thrown 
out of the ditches the enemy  ob- 
served the tHinness of our lines and 
began firing again and our men killed some 
of them with picks and shovels that were 
lying about the breastworks. I remember 
one of our litter bearers killed a man with 
a shovel. Colotel Albert Howell was the 
sehior captain of the First Georgia state 
troops. After Major Brewn, the commanding 
officer_of the regiment, fell, Captain Howell 
took command, and under his léadership the 
First Georgia swept the federals out of the 
ditches and held them against all odds. 
I might metition that Major Brown was 
a brother of ex-Governor Joseph E. Brown. 
There was no truer or braver officer in the 
confederate service than Colonel Albert 
Howell: I kriow he will 6ndorse this cor- 
rection of the article referred to. The 
Forty-second Georgia oceupied the extreme 
left of Stovall's brigade in the assault. The 
First Georgia was immediately on our 
right. The railroad cut divided the left 
wing of the Forty-second Georgia from the 
right of Matiago’s Mississippi! brigade. Af- 
ter we had taken the battery and driven the 
eneriy from the entrenchments in our front 
I observed the death struggle of the Mis- 
sissippians in theif heroic efforts to capture 
the works on the left of the railroad. One of 
their color bearers planted his colors on the 
federal works and two or three yankees 
seized the color bearer and for some seconds 
they stfiggled for the prize, but afi officer 
in Captain W. L, Calhoun’s company, observ- 
ing the unequal struggle, seized a rifle and 
shot one or two of the federals loose 
from the brave Mississippian.”

For the Number of People and the Repre- 
éentetion It Has~Thoe Peopie Are Anx< 
ious for a Neater Connection. 


The talk of a new ward has been revived 
&mong the people who reside in the west- 
ern portion of the city. ‘ 

The first ward, as every one acquainted 
with the topography of the city knows, is 
by far the largest of any ward in the city 
in the way of acreage. 

It is so situated that the people regiding 
in that section of the city have little or 
no chafice to reach the heart of the city 
unless they want to cross the Nelson street 
bridge, which is near to a very few fesi- 
dents of the ward, or cross the Magnolia 
street bridge, which is nearer to a Still 
fewer. 

It appears from what the péople of the 
ward say, that every time a representa- 
tive is elected he comes from either one 
end of thé ward or the other, and that the 
center or heart of thé ward can get noth- 
ing done. : 

“The trtith is,’’ said one of the pest post- 
ed ahd most prominent residents of the 
ward yesterday, “that the people living 
in that section of thé city are growing 
tired of the many, Many pfomises which 
have been made, and they are now ready 
to work for themselves. If you can show 
me a home that can be reached from the 
center of the city, unless it is by the Nel- 
son street bridge or by the Magnolia street 
bridge, I'd like to know it. There are nofie 
of thém in the heart of the ward. For 
years. we have been deluded with the idea 
that we were going to get the Alabama 
street bridge, which would cut the ward 
right in the herat, and make it the best 
section of the city. But we have got 
bravely over all that. Only one man, that 
man who has done the bridge building for 
Atlanta—I mean Joe Hirsch—has done us 
any good. He has secured the conditional 
appropriation jand the damages to the 
ground to be used in gqonstructing the 
bridge have been assessed. Bu any 
one knows what all that means. It simply 
means that we don’t get any bridge, at 
least for a long time. 

“Now; what we want is for the city 
council to give us a chanee to divide the 
ward into two parts and make two. wards 
out of it. That would give us a working 
chance, and we would have more chance 
to win. Let the city council give us two 
wards where we now have one and we 
will then have in either ward as much 
territory as there is in other wards in the 
city. Then, too, we would have a 
Letter chance to securé for that section of 
the city what is needed over there. We 
now have less sewers, less paved streets, 
less water mains, less hydrants and iess 
sidewalks than any other section of At- 
lanta. And yét, nowhere in the city can 
be found a residence portion more peace- 
able, quiet and gentle than the one we have 
over there. We are, however, practically in 
the country, and when we want to come to 
town, we have as much time to give to 
the trip as the man who lives in Marietta 
and does not pay one cent of taxes to the 
town we are taxed to support. All that 
may be right, but we residents over on 
Taylor hill and that section of the city 
don’t think it is, and we want @ chance 
to get what we ought to have.”

SOUTHERN BUSINESS IMPROVING. 


An Increase in Bank Cleanrings Over 
the Previous Week. 

‘Baltimore, July .26.—The Manufacturers’ 
Record, in its weekly report of southern 
business conditions, calls attention to the 
fact that while official reports’ show a 
total decrease in bank clearings throughout 
the United States, as compared with the 
corresponding week of last year of 13.8 per 
cent, there was an increasein ihe southern 
states of 7.6 per cent, a gain of 5 per cent 
over the preceding week. Every. leading 
southern city except three show an. in- 
crease, the gain at Baltimore being nearly 
30 per cent, at Louisville 17 per cent, New 
Orieans 9 per cent, Houston 32 per cent, 
Fort Worth 91 per cent, Jacksonville 18 per 
cent, Guivestcrn 2? per cent, St. Louis nearly 
2 per cent and Dallas 5 per cent. 

The net earnings of the railroads of the 
country also emphasize the improving con- 
dition of the south. The earnings for the 
five months from January ist to May list 
show decreases, aS compared with the pre- 
ceding year, ranging from 56 per cent down 
to 16.52 per cent, the latter. being for the 
forty-one southern railroads reported. The 
average decrease for all the. roads of the 
country was 33.79 per cent, while southern 
roads only show a decrease of 16.52 per cent, 
or less than one-half as much loss as all 
other railroads in the country. 

Among the leading enterprises reported 
for the week were a $100,000 lumber plant 
and a $60,000 cultivator company in Lou- 
isiana; a cotton tie mill, plow and car 
works in Arkansas; cotton gins, saw mills 
and waterworks in Alabama; a _- $380,000 
stable company, $60,000 mercantile com- 
pany and a $30,000 paving company in Geor- 
gia; $50,000 lumber company and furniture 
works in Mississippi; $0,000 furniture com- 
pany, gold mines, cotton mill company, 
etc., in North Carolina; phosphate mines 
and a wood working plant in Tennessee; 
$100,000 wood working plant, oil mills, $25,- 
000 manufacturing company, etc., in Vir- 
ginia. The new buildings announced in- 
cluded. an ophanage and Masonic temple 
in Virginia and many others.

After a remarkable tour arotnad the world 
Bob Clarke, an eighteemyear-old At'nnta 
boy, has returned to hig home ‘with his 
brains full of wonderfal stories about the 
coutitries he visited, | 

His companion on his globe-circling expe- 
gition was young Tello D'Apery, the New 
york youth of seventeen, who has attracred 
more attention perhaps than any youngster 
in the country. D'Apery was editor of a 
paper called “Sunshine” at twelve and was 
ar the head of a big society in New York 
'o supply poor children with shoes and cloth- 
ing. He is the son of a brilliant literary 
woman and New York’s papers have had. 
columns about his travels and doings. 

When he landed in New York with young 
Clarke, of Atlaata, the other day the New 
York papers had edlumns concerning his 
trip. 
It was @ most remarkable trip. D’Apery 
called on the crowned heads of every coun- 
try he visited and added the names of kings, 
queens and princes galere to his subscrip- 
tion. 

Young Mr. Clarke is well known tn At- 
Janta and ig the gon of the late R. C. 
Clarke. He residts at 693 Peachtree street. 

Young Clarke ana D'Apery #.lies from 
San Francisco February ist last. Telling 
of his trip yesterday, the former said: 
“We arrived at Honolulu, on the Hawailan 
islands seven days after leaving ‘Frisco. 
This was just after Uniteg Btates Ministe: 
jlount had left the islands, 

“We spent two Weeks on this curous 
island and set sail for Japan, landing at 
Yokahoma after @ Very Smooth and pleas- 
ant voyage. We spent about six weeks in 
Japan and fell completely in love with tae 
country. The Japanese are the muldest 
mannered and mest hospitable people in the 
world. Next to America 1 would rather ve 
in Japan than in any other country. 

“We spent several .Ays th Jwkid, - the 
capital city of Japan. This ts ene of the 
jargest cities in the world, having a popu- 
lauion nearly equai to that of London. I: hio 
is a modern city in nearly every respect, 
having electric lights and horse cars. It 
is here that the mikado lives. While the | 
mikado is nominally the ruler of Japan, 
he is considered sacred and really has no 
power at all, the country being ruled by 
a kind of parliament, 


At the etty of Nikko are situated the 


grandest temples in the world. -Gold and 
siver form the decoration of these temples 
and the pillars &@re ef the famoug Japanese 
aaquer ware. 

“There are many Rastishmea and gute 
acoony of Americans at Yakahoma, many 
of the large English and American iniport- 


representatives in that city. 
The banks are conducted by the English. 
“The railroads fn Japan use the English 
compartment Cars. The Japanese women in 
th costume are beautiful, but in 
iuropean dress they make a very ungainly 
appesrance. The fren look well either in 
oriental or Muropean costume anid many of 
them use the fatter in preference tu their 
Rauve costume. During the whole cf our 
siay in Jopan we saw only 412 negro and 
be Was a tourist. ik 

“From Japan we went to Shanghai, 
hina. We spent several days here, anu 
visited Caaton and jHiong-Kong. TLere 
ese cCllies are very different from those

This city is un- 
der English rule and that nation has a large 
humber of soldiers stationed there all the 
time. There are no street cars in this eity, 
small carts, carrying six people, bethe 
used in place of street cars. These carts ere 
drawn by small horses, smaller than cur 
Shetiand ponies. 

“Leaving Singapore, we’ went to the elty 
of Aven in Aravia. A peculiarity of this 
city is its water supply. Huge Feservoirs 
are built and during the rainy season they 
are filled with water and thus the city is 
Suppiied for the year round until the next 
rainy season, 

“From Aden, we went to Cairo, Egypt, 
passing through Suez canal. The weather 
Was intensely hot here, the thermometer 
registering 110 degrees in the shade. It was 
so warm in passing through the canal that 
the paint was melted and ran down the 
Sices of the steamer. 

“At Cairo we saw innumerable donkey 
boys who almost bother one’s life out. We 
were greatly interested in the pyramids 
aid the great sphinx. This is the largest 
idolin the world. While in Cairo we saw a 
party of about 10,000 pilgrims on their way 
lo Mecca. 

“From Cairo we went to Alexandria, 
where is located one of the finest museums 
On earth. It containg a vast number of 
Mumm ss, s 

“Leaving Alexandria we took & steamer 
to Constantinople in Turkey. This is prob- 
ably the most beautiful city we saw on our 
trip. The curch of &8t. Sophia here is 
the finest in existence. No women are to 
be seen on the streets of Constantinople ex- 
cepliing on Friday, when the sultan goes 
to chureh. The women come out on the 
Streets on that day, but as they are heavily 
Veiled it is impossible to teH whether or 
not they are pretty. While here, the son- 
in-law of the sultan gave us an excursion 
UP the Bosphorows river in his private yacht. 
Afier leaving Turkey we visited a number 
of European cities, among them being | 
Athens, Naples, Rome, Paris and London. 

“At Naples I met Mr. Ed Hardin and his 
bride, both of this city. They are now on

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MANY WITNESSES ARE CX\MINED 


Bome Give Testimony Favorable for the 
De:endant-A Negro Boy Creates a 
Sensation by His Evidence. | 


Marietta, Ga., July °6.—(Sp cial.) -Intei est 
in the Alston trial this morning has greatly 
increased. The crowd was large and many 
in the courtroom stood, getting as closely 
as possible around the bar and listening 
intently to catch every word. 

Alston occupied his usual place beside his 

wife. He wag perfectly composed. He was 
surrounded by his lawyers and relatives as 
on yesterday. The defense occupied the day 
in breaking down and weakening the case 
made by the state unt the points atound 
with the legal battle would be fvught 
were clearly brought out to view. 
‘ Little stress has been laid upon the fact 
@s to the incendiary nature of the fire. 
Both sides in presenting testimony seem 
to accept that as a part of the theorv. 

The first fire is tac subject of the iv st in- 
quiry.. The state’s theory is taat atston 
then had a small stock of goods ‘n the 
store, not exceeding $1,000 in value and this 
was insureq for $2,400 and he fled the 
store in order to destroy his goods and 
recover the insurance. Alston lived about 
a mile from the store, a little off from At- 
lanta street. There are intervening hills, 
ridges and trees, which shut off the view 
from his house to his store completely, 
so the state holds. Alston stuted af & teason 
why he avent to town in the morning at 4 
o*etock on his bicycle, that he was up and 
had been up all night, and, on going to a 
certain point near his stable he saw smoke 
in the direction of his store at that hour and 
got on his bicycle and rode up town to see 
about it. The state contended that it was 
impossible for Alston to have seen the 
smoke from the fire at that hour and from 
that point and if he did not see the smoke 
his presence in town at that hour would 
have to be accounted for in some other way. 

The state contends that the second fire 
was also to get the insurance. The goods 
were not much damaged by the first fire. 

The defense as developed today was to 
prove an alibi for the defendant, at and 
prior to the Sunday afternoon fire, which 
occurred at 6:20 o’clock; to justify his com- 
ing to town on the morning of the first 
fire, on the ground that he saw the smoke 
from his house and rode up to the store 
and then to where Mr. Moon was standing; 
to prove the utter absence of motive by 
showing that he had a full stock of goods 
and would not gain anything by substitut- 
ing the insurance policies in the place of 
his stock of goods; to prove his good char- 
acter for honesty; to show that other sus- 
picious characters were seen coming from 
the direction of the rear part of the store 
on the night and early morning of the first 
fire. 

The state introduced two witnesses on 
yesterday, one of whom, H. G. Coryll, 
testified that after the first fire about six 
gallons of oil were left in the oil tank in 
the store. D. B. Parks testified fhat he 
was the first one in the building after the 
second alarm on Sunday, and that the blaze 
was confined to a narrow space and ran 
high up the wall, and that there was only 
about two gallons of oil in the tank. 

The défendant’s attorneys had placed 
more than thirty witnesses on the stand 
up to the time they closed at 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon. Most of these witnesses 
were for the purpose of proving Alston’s 
good. character, and that he carried a 
large stock of very fine groceries. 

His whereabouts Sunday afternoon were 
detailed by Mrs. J. P. Crighton, whom 
he drove to the 5:30 o’clock train for At- 
lanta, and by W. S. Atcheson, who lives 
on Atlanta street, and who testified that 
‘ after Alston passed going to the depot he 
returned in twelve or fifteen minutes. 

Others corroborated this testimony and 
accounted for the whereabouts of the de- 
fendant until after the fire. 

Several witnesses testified about the val- 
ue of the stock, some placing it as high as 
$2,500. Others testified that it was possi- 
ble for Alston to have seen the smoke on 
the morning of the first fire. 

The defendant then made his statement. 
It was lengthy and covered every point in 
the case, and with a few alterations was 
@bout the same as he heretofore gave, 
which appeared in The Constitution. He 
said he was entirely innocent of the 
charge; that he suffered most from the 
fire, and all that he had was in it. He 
was doing a good business and on taking 
. gtock June list last he had property in the 
g@tore amounting to $3,505; ‘the fixtures 
valued at $425 and a printing press, $45, 
taken from this left a stock of goods valued 
at $3,030. His insurance was $2,400, leaving 
his loss $900. He was at the store Sunday 
night and left it at 11:30 o’clock. He went 
there from the tabernacle meeting. He ac- 
counted for his being at the morning fire 
this way: 

“I was sick Friday night and saw a 
emoke at 4 o’clock, and hearing no trains 
got on my bicycle and rode down, feeling 
anxious about my store. I came by the 
courthouse, and then around the park in 
front of my store and then saw Mr. Moon 
at the bank and asked him i€ he saw any 
smoke, and put him on watch. Moon dis- 
covered the fire and told me it was the 
store of Manning Bro.’s. I felt anxious 
about the store on account of recent bur- 
glaries.”’ 

At 5 o’clock the state was still engaged 
in examining witnesses to strengthen its 
case. 

A lively sensation was created when a 
negro boy, named Cephas Kiser, was in- 
troduced and swore that he was the de- 
livery boy at Alston’s store before the fire 
end that Alston had a conversation with 
him on Friday after the first fire in which 
he said hé would give any one a hundred 
dollars if the other end was burned enough 
for him to get his insurance money. On 
cross examination the boy was badly 
tangled up and much impeaching testimony 
was introduced. 

The examination of witnesses will be 
hitent ents this evening and the case will 

given to the jury sometime tomorrow.

At the river 
swamp the men did not halt, but proceeded 
to enter the place. It was supposed that 
Johnson would seck refuge there. 

Finally the party came to the railroad and 
met th> men who were looking for Johnson 
in that quarter with two negroes in custody. 
Sheriff Miller was told that the large negro 
was Johnson, but the sheriff saw that jt was 
a case of mistaken identity. The negro in 
question did not resemble Johnson in any 
particular. H. was a stranger in this re- 
gion, and was beating his way to Florida 
when the conductor put him off the train 
‘ihe sheriff and posse returned about noon. 

It is said by those who know Johnson that 
he is probably in the Okefinokee swamp in 
hiding near the home of his father. So far 
no search has been made there for him. 
Sheriff Miller says that he has informed 
parties at every place in this section to 
keep a lookout for Johnson. Dougherty’s 
sheriff and fifty men are holding themselves 
in readiness to join Sh=oriff Miller when a 
trail has been found of Johnson.

“The change in the condition of the crops 
remarked Commissioner Nesbitt, of the 

gtate agricultural department yesterday. 

“Corn is better than it has ever been 


xnown to be before. Bapecially is this 


true of north Georgta, The rains have |. 


come just in the right time, and the crop, 
from a condition of wilted despair, has 
bloomed up inte one of unusual promise, 
The other day I passed through Cherokee 
county, on my return from Tennessee. The 
corn which I saw there reminded me of the 


most fertile sections of Illinois. From other | 


parts of Georgia come reports of abundant 
promise, which show that out of a sad 
condition of affairs providence is leading 
us to a Season of plenty. 

“as for cotton, the reports are good, but 
the rains, which are doing so much for 
corn and other crops, are having an op- 
posite effect on cotton, The immense im- 
petus which has been given to the growth 
of the plant is at the expense of the fruit. 
rhe rains have already encouraged the 
growth of weed, amd the longer this con- 
tinues the worse Will be the effect on the 
cotton crop.” 

The Tenant System  — 

Commissioner Nesbitt talked interestingly 
on farmers and farming. He found it 
dificult to answer the question as to 
whether the farming interest was improv- 
ing. ' 

“Seventy-five per cent of our population 
is agricultural,” said he. “Of that 40 per 
cent are tenant farmers. Now, no one can 
dispute the statement that a tenant works 
merely for the present season—he has no 
interest in the future years of the land. 
It follows that he is not interested In the 
permanent improvement, and as a conse- 
quence he does not attempt it. The close 
daily care and vigilance which an owner 
gives to property is not to be expected 
from a mere tenant of a year. Now, where 
so large a percentage of the farms are in 
the hands of men with no motive in ditch- 
ing, terracing or other work looking for its 
return in the crops of future years, the 
right kind of improvements cannot be ex- 
pected. 

“The great work we have to do,” said the 
commissioner, “is to induce these tenant 
farmers to become the owners of their 
farms. Take @ man who owns fifty acres 
—he busies himself in the repairing of 
fences, digging ditches, terracing his land, 


: planting fruit trees and otherwise improv- 


ing his place permanently. As a tenant he 
never thinks of such work as this. Let 
over 40 per cent of temaht farmers be- 
come land owners and their ambition and 
sense of thrift will be largely. increased. 
It is nofl¢eable that the first effort of the 
Europeam emigrant, when he lands in the 
west, is to become a landed proprietor. For 
some reason our Georgia tenant farmer 
is not so ambitions, and the result is that 
he continues poor. Our lands are ches#> 
and there is no reason why every man 
should not own his farm.” 

The commissioner told of several farmers 
who had made money by utilizing all their 
resources, instead of concentrating them 
all on one crop. There is one farmer in 
Cobb county who makes it a point never 
to go to town without something to sell. 
It may be a dozen eggs, or half a dozen 


sticks of wood, but whatever it ig, he. 


makes out fo bring some money back with 
him from the trip. This man’s cotton 
crop is absolutely surplus—a state of af- 
fairs which every farmer in the state 
should emulate. Around him may be found 
neighbors who complain that the times are 
hard, but they never seem to take a hint 
from the man who never sees hard times. 
Steck Raising in Georgia. 


No country tn the world is superior to 
Georgia for stock raising, but here again, 
too much reliance is placed upon the mild 
weather, and the few cold days which do 
come find no preparation made for resist- 
ance. In Miller, Mitchell and Coffee coun- 
ties large flocks of sheep g0 from one 
year’s end to another with hardly; the at- 
tention of identification. In some places 
there will be found flocks of 3,500, upon 
which not 1 cent has been spent for shelter 
or food. They yield an annual clip of three 
pounds of wool each, for which the market 
is as certain as that for cotton. 

“I farmed for years in Early county,” 
said Commissioner Nesbitt, “and got into 
the habit of leaving my stock to the care 


of nature. When I moved up to Cobb coun- 


ty, twelve years ago, I clung to the habit 
of not feeding the hogs in the morning, but 
leaving them until night, when I would call 


them up and they would answer ravenous- 
ly. The frost came and I lost numbers 
of them as a consequence. Ever since that 
time I have housed and fed my live stock 
with a success which tells me how far | 


wrong I had been before. 
Farmers Buying Food.

MEETING OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
Miss Prather Biected as Teacher in the 
High School—The High School Build- | 
ing Plan Not =e Belected.. 


} Among the more important things done at 
yesterday’s meeting of the board of éduca- 
tion were the re-election of Miss Eva Pra- 
ther as a teacher in the Girls’ High school, 
action upon Superintendent Slaton’s report 
concerning a national educational exhibit 
at the coming exposition and the postpone~ 
ment of action regarding the acceptance 
of designs for the new Boys’ High school 
building. 

The meeting was held at Superintendent 
Slaton’s office from 5 to 6 o'clock, and was 
presided over by President David A. Beatie, 


ent were Messrs. Hirseh, Hulsey, Hendr‘x, 
Thomson, Kontz, Inman, Bray, Smith, Low- 
ry, Calhoun and English. 

A committee of citizens from the third 
ward, headed by Colonel E, N. Broyles, ap- 
peared and asked the board to reconsider its 
action in fixing the boundary lines between 
‘the Fair and Fraser street sohools. It was 
‘represented that children living nearer Fair 


street than to-Fraser street were ‘forced to 
attend the latter school under the existing | 
‘boundaries. ‘The parents of the children 


‘wanted the lines changed so that the cnil- 


dren might attend the school nearest and 
most convenient to them Their petition 
was referred to the’ boundary committee, 
with President Beatle and Mr, Hulsey 


‘added. 


_ The minutes of the two preceding meet- 
ings were read and approved. 
A Grand Educational Exhibit. 


Superintendent Slaton, who has just -re- 


‘turned from the national teachers’ conven- 


tion at Asbury Park, N. J., enthused the 
members of the board by the oral report 
which he made of the good work he had 
done at this convention and at the state 


‘convention of Georgia teachers at Cum- 


berland. 

“At both conventions,” said Superintend- 
ent Slaton, “I introduced and had passed 
by unanimous vote resolutions heartily en- 
dorsing the Cotton States and Interna- 
tional exposition, and providing for a grand 
educational exhibit at our great fair. The 
mcvement seemed to meet with instanta- 
neous endorsement and the teachers en- 
tered enthusiastically into the project. 

“The endorsement and action of the na- 
tional convention covers th2 entire field, 
but when the state convention was in ses- 
sion I was not certuin that I could secure 
the passage of a resolution by the national 
convention. 

“I am able to state that In my opinion 
there will be a national educational exhibit 
made by the schools of the United States 
which will eclipse the exhibit made at 
Chicago. It will certainly be superior to it 
in arrangement. If the exposition man- 
agement will cnly give us the necessary 
space we will make an exhibit that will be 
not only full and complete, but will be a 
pride to the whele country. 

“The convention at Asbury Park was a 
great One in every respect. The best tal- 
ert engaged in educational work in the en- 
tire country was there. I met over 5,000 
teachers there, representing the very cream 
of the teaching talent in this country. It 
was a grand body of men, and afforded a 
splendid opportunity for the interchange of 
ideas and for mutual improvement. I want 
to say here that, perhaps, more than one- 
half of those bright and cultured throng of 
teachers was composed of women.” 

Superintendent Slaton was asked by the 
board to put in the form of a resolution 
the work he had accomplished for the ex- 
position at the two educaticnal conventions 
and present it at the next meeting, sv that 
the board might take official action upon it. 

Atlanta’s Quarterly Quota. 


Superintendent Slaton reported to the 
board that he had just received from the 
State treasury $3,844.90 as the quota of the 
school fund due Atlanta for the second 
quarter of the year, ending July ist. 

Bills covering the expenses of the city’s 
educational department for the month of 
July were presented, amounting to $5,010.75, 
of which $3,452.35 had been paid out during 
the month as it had fallen due. This money 
went for repairs, whitewashing, painting 
and general supplies needed by the schools. 
Putting the School Buildings in Shape 


Chairman Hendrix, of the building com- 
mittee, reported that advantage was be- 
ing taken of the summer vacation to reno- 
vate and repair all of the old school houses, 
and that the houses as far as had been. 
reached were in excellent condition in a 
Sanitary and every other way. The school 
buildings repaired up to date are the Crew, 
Calhoun, Ivy, Marietta and Fair street 
schools, 

Work will be begun on the West End 
school next week. This building has not 
been long the property of the city, but was 
one of the accompanying items of property 
that came with the accession of West End. 
The school building will be put into. fine 
shape ready for the opening. 

Miss Prather Re-Elected. 


When the yearly election of teachers oc- 
curred some weeks ago the name of Miss 
Eva Hampton Prather, who had for quite 
awhile been connected with the. public 
schools of the city, was not among those 
re-elected. 

At yesterday’s meeting Mr. Kontz, chair- 
man of the committee on teachers, reported 
recommending the election of Miss Pra- 
ther as teacher of second grade B, of the 
The report was unani- 
mously adopted. 

There was some discussion as to the par- 
ticular work on physiology to be adopted 
by the Girls’ High school and the matter 
was referred to the committee on text 
books, of which Judge W. R. Hammond is 
chairman. 

Dr. Calhoun, who is chairman of the com- 
mittee on school sanitation, reported that 
the school buildings so far as they had been 
renovated and repaired were in first-class 
sanitary conditiun,
